at the intricacies of the British estimates 
I can imagine no worse punishment in tho 
future life than to be. set by satan to un- 
ravel the mysteries of the Chinese mili- 
tary budget. Every province has its sep- 
arate "army," for which the viceroy or 
governor is responsible, and in 14 of thesa 
it consists of Tartar and Chinese soldiers 
in certain fixed proportions. 
Any defi- 


ciencies in the military budgets of the 
poorer provinces arc met by contributions 
from the central provinces, "the bully of 
China." Grouping all these-'arinies" to- 
gether, the troops fall into four great cate- 
gories—namely, (1) Tartar soldiers or ban- 
ner men; (2) green regiments or Chinese 
territorial force; (3) fighting braves; O) 
disciplined troops.

up to. The '; absence of nerves" and the 
nuimal ferocity of the Chinaman admir- 
ably adapt him for the deliberate exter- 
mination whieh characterizes tho suppres- 
sion of a revolt, but in real courage tho 
abnegation of. self under danger, ho is 
woefully deficient.

pay, -lie will fight when his rage is aroused, 
but his passion, violent as a typhoon, as 
quickly passes *way. On almost every 
occasion in 1894-5 the Chinese troops re- 
fused to stand up to the despised Japanese. 
Small wonder, when of the .hundreds of 
thousands who since 1803 have been 
"drilled" with foreign weapons, not one in 
50,000 has been taught their proper use. 
Musketry and artillery practice is limited 
generally to handling the weapons; and 
instruction in the use of rifles and field 
guns is not thought necessary—nay, it is 
opposed. In January, 1895, several thou- 
sands of men had been collected at Shan- 
hai-Kuan,_under General Wuta-cheng, ti 
re-enforce thet army in Manchuria. Nev. 
rifles and field guns had been served out, 
and the force was to move early in Febru- 
ary, yet on Jan. 20 the men fired their 
rifles for the first time, and barely 1 per 
cent of hits on a target 300 yards distant 
ensued. As for tho guns, not a soul knew 
how to load them or set a fuse, and when 
at length one was fired with the aid of the 
foreigners present, the ammunition was 
BO defective that, although the gun was 
laid for 3,000 yards, the shell only traveled 
850. 
Vet these men were sent north to 


fight at Tien-chuang-tal without further 
training, instruction by a foreigner hav- 
ing been haughtily refused. 


To be a soldier is to lose caste iu China, 


to imbibe foreign notions is worse still 
and incurs die hatred and suspicion of the 
civilians, who in reality govern the army 
and navy, so munh so that to be a gradu- 
ate of the foreign schools is an almost cer- 
tain bur to promotion. In the military 
and other schools established by Sir Robert 
Hart and the viceroys at Peking and else- 
where the students have to be bribed to 
attend, so as to compensate them for the 
social disadvantages of foreign education. 
If wo add to this the natural contempt for 
foreigners ingrained iu the Chinese ria- 
ture, we have potent causes for the willful 
laziness and ignorance of officers, which ia 
truly appalling. Alas, that they should 
ucld cowardice as well! 


The commander in chief at Shan-hai- 


Kuau told me he did not believe iu mus- 
ketry instruction for all. It was quito 
sufficient to have ten good shots in each 
"ying" to pick off tho Japanese officers. 
His other theory was that the troops were 
defeated because they fought hungry, in 
which he was partially right. His remedy 
was to draw up his men in five lines. The 
Hist would fight for two hours, and then 
retire to dinner, the second line, having 
meanwhile dinedj.would take its place, 
and so on. Thus he would get ten hours' 
fighting, and every one would be fed. 


A general near there, being ordered to 


keep a sharp lookout for the Japanese, 
whose landing was hourly expected, dicl 
BO by asking the railway station master to 
send two coolies to the coast to look for 
the enemy 1 His was the plan of arming 
his men with bags of pepper to be thrown 
In the faces of the Japanese, who while 
engaged in sneezing would all be'slain by 
tlie Chinese tfearmen! 


It seems a libel on tho human race to 


say that out of the manhood of 300,000,000 
of Chinese a body of good soldiers cannot 
be made, and with tho example of tho 
army which has been evolved from the 
.'Egyptian fellaheen it may be premature 
to call it impossible. But China herself 
cannot do it. The very best human ma- 
terial and the most elaborate Instruction 
vrould be wasted under the existing native 


« official, who steadily resists all reform in 


his maladministration. 
Nevertheless the 


docile soldiers and sailors of China have 
never yet had a chance of showing under 
vroper management what are their real 
capabilities. Should they'under European 
tutelage ever prove themselves in any 
numbers to be of real military value, the 
"Yellow Terror" may not be a mere fig' 
mcnt of the superheated brain.—London 
Globe.

for the store people could not tell cer- 
tainly whether anything had been taken 
or not. 'ihay will find out this morn 
ins:. 


It is quite clearly established that the 


job was done by two men. They wero 
seen from the establishment of Samuel 
Voting, directly across the straet, as 
they were leaving the place. When the 
officers reached the store they found 
that a hole large enough to admit a 
hand had been made in one of the laige 
front windows, near a case containing 
revolvers. The manner in which the 
glass was cot indicates pretty conclu- 
sively that the thieves know their busi- 
ness.
